Secretary’s report 


Vice President Dan C. called the meeting to 
order at 7:02 p.m. Sergeant-at-Arms Roger S. gave 
the attendance figure as 31 members present with 
no guests. Since there was no printed record of the 
minutes from the June meeting available (Dan was not 
able to read them from his smartphone), a suspension 
of the reading of the minutes was agreed to by the 
members in attendance. 


TREASURER’S REPORT: Treasurer Jin H.gave 
the starting bank balance (as of 6/1/21) as $42,961.51. 


There were various deposits totaling $487.66 and 
checks issued totaling $123.00 ($24 to Oakstone & 
$99.00 to Gerry Tebben for advertising/mailing), 
leaving the ending bank balance as $43,326.17 (as of 
6/30/21). Petty cash had a starting balance of $548.47. 
With increases of $31.85 from the June auction & 
$64.00 from the 50-50 (total $372/$186 split) less 
$20.00 for door prizes, the ending petty cash balance 
came to $596.82. Jim also advised there were deposits 
yet to be made...$27.50 from Steve R. for the last 
auction & $$ from Garlene for membership dues.
